It is somewhat difficult to say in what language a notice of a new edi- 
tion of this book should be put. A treatise so well known and so com- 
monly found on the shelves of the lawyer's library, certainly needs no 
commendation. By the general voice of the profession, the work is ad- 
mitted to contain a thorough, comprehensive and learned discussion of 
the law of Uses and Trusts. This branch of law is one of the most com- 
plicated and abstruse known to the studies of the bar : and it has been 
objected to the work of Sanders, that it wanted fullness of illustration, 
and neatness and order in its arrangement; but it is believed that the suc- 
cessive editions have each been so much improved, that the objection no 
longer holds in all its force. It is quite certain that the work has main- 
tained its position, and has not yet been superseded by any later, better, 
or more authoritative compendium. 

This particular edition has the merit of containing all the most recent 
English and American eases, and is well and compactly printed, and sup- 
plied at a moderate price, which seem to be nearly if not quite all the 
indispensable qualities that one can demand from any reprint.
